4. Claims 16-30 are allowed. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for 
allowance. 

In reference to claims 16 and 25 . Kruse et al (U.S. Patent 4,774,956, hereon Kruse ) 
teaches a measuring device for process technology (intragastric probe with a combined pH 
electrode) in the field of process automation useful for measuring pH value having: a central unit 
(see Kruse . Fig. 1, unit 4) which has at least one central computer; a management system 
provided in the central computer for dynamic management of input components (see Kruse . Fig. 
1, control unit 4, and Fig. 2, sample input/output noted on the record tracked). Whereas, the 
measuring device noted in the instant claim includes a management system that can adapt the 
functionality of the measuring device and the system components are program codes. 

The remaining claims are dependent upon claims 16 and 25 and contain further 
limitations
